Washington, July 29.—The majority 
members of the conference committee 
on the Payne-Aldrich bill brought their 
labors to a sudden close last night, 
after working for nearly three weeks 
a t what proved 
to be one of the 
longest and most arduous tasks ever 
experienced in the building of a tariff. 
Without a moment’s delay the senate 
and house leaders whose names are 
carried by the bill, started away with 
the intention of laying their report be­ 
fore President Taft. 
All day long the conferees had strug­ 
gled with the Question of bringing 
down the house rate3 on gloves and 
the senate rates on lumber t o figures 
they felt would meet with executive 
approval. 
In this effort the conferees 
failed, and they appeared tc appreciate 
the fact. 
Lumber was dutiable at 
rates only a little below tho?e named 
by the senate bill, and there was a 
very slight shading from the house 
rates on gloves of good q u a lity . 
Al­ 
though it was not admitted by the con­ 
ferees, the general impression drawn 
from the hurried trip to see the presi­ 
dent was that Messrs. Aldrich and 
Payne had been authorized by their 
colleagues to Incorporate in the con­ 
ference report such figures as could be 
agreed upon with the president, inso­ 
far as they came within range of what 
the leaders believe will be accepted in 
the house and senate. Returning from 
the conference with the president, 
Messrs. Aldrich and Payne seemed to 
be entirely satisfied with the outcome 
of 
their 
mission, 
although 
neither 
would discuss the conclusions that 
were reached. 
The Democratic members of the con­ 
ference committee were called into 
session at 10 o’clock today. 
It was 
stated 
that 
the 
conference 
report 
would be presented to the house prob­ 
ably at noon tomorrow. 
In view of President Ta ft’s utter­ 
ances, senate and house leaders pre­ 
dicted today that the conference rates 
on gloves and lumber would not prove 
satisfactory to him. At the same time 
tt was recognized that conditions were 
inch that unless compromises were 
made by the conferees it would be 
many days before a report could be 
made. It required a roll call to fix the 
rates on lumber. 
Advocates of dollar 
lumber called on President Taft and 
were quoted as saying that he had 
said that if the rate were fixed at 
more than $1.25 per thousand fdfet be 
would not accept the rates.

I feel that you had sufficient 
provocation and that you were abso­ 
lutely justified in reprimanding and 
striking Brown. 
I dismiss you.’’

The case which brought to the bar 
of the central station perhaps its most 
distinguished prisoner, grew out of an 
incident of the trip of Senator Stone 
from 
Philadelphia 
to 
Washington, 
which was interrupted when a police­ 
man of the Pennsylvania railroad en­ 
tered his car and, placing him under 
arrest, sent the senator to the station 
house in the patrol wagon accompan­ 
ied by Brown, who charged the senator 
with having assaulted him.

Stone 
and 
his 
counsel 
took 
their 
places In the ordinary prisoners’ dock 
when the case was called.

Mr. Pulliam, although for a time 
conscious and able to speak, appeared 
to be too confused to answer the phy­ 
sician’s 
questions 
coherently.

wounds were carefully dressed, but 
the physician has no hopes of saving 
Mr. Pulliam’s life. 
A careful search was made of the 
room 
in 
the 
hope 
that something 
would be found which might point to 
a possible* reason for the attempted 
suicide. 
Among 
the 
many 
papers 
scattered about, however, there was 
nothing to indicate that the act had 
been at all premeditated. 
Friends of 
Mr. Pulliam declared it as their belief 
that his act was the result of a sudden 
wild emotion and was done without 
any forethought and without reason. 
Although Mr. Pulliam's act at this 
time was entirely unexpected, some of 
his friends said that at the time of his 
recent illness it was known that he 
was subject to severe attacks of mel­ 
ancholia. and his attendants had been 
reported then as fearful that he would 
make an attempt on his life.

had apparently been in excellent spir­ 
its.

Tipton, Ind., July 29.—When it was 
found that forged papers which he 
had manipulated to cover the sums of 
money he had taken from the bank 
ran back for more than a year, the 
methods of Noah R. Marker, abscond­ 
ing assistant cashier of the First Na­ 
tional bank, became apparent. 
His method of procedure was to 
make a matter of record a note in the 
sum of $500 or $1,000, bearing the 
name of some prominent farmer as 
surety, and then to draw the money 
and use it for his personal invest­ 
ments. 
These forged notes, it was 
said, would aggregate $50,000 instead 
of half that sum as previously stated, 
and may go even higher when the 
work of examination of the books is 
oompleted. 
The work of going over the books 
will require several days, and the ex­ 
aminer said that his report would be 
made to the controller of the currency 
and that he would have to decline to 
give information as to disclosures un­ 
til he had finished his work. 
President S. WT. Shirk of the bank 
has been obliged to answer a number 
of times the question as to what the 
bank officials are doing toward effect- 
ing the capture of Marker. 
He states 
that the officials have done nothing, 
placing this entirely in the hands of 
the treasury department, with a pho­ 
tograph and description of the missing 
man. 
No action will be taken for a receiv­ 
er, it was said. 
The bank has depos­ 
its la Chicago, Indianapolis, New York 
and Peru, which are Intact and which 
will be transferred to the bank here. 
Mr. Shirk said that the minute the 
examiner had finished his work and 
had determined the amount of money 
taken by Marker during the time he 
systematically robbed the institution, 
it would be replaced and the bank re­ 
opened for business. 
A rumor that 
gained wide circulation was that Noah 
R. Marker had engaged in grain spec­ 
ulations and that a lot of the bank’s 
money had been lost on the board of 
trade. 
This Is not generally credited. 
If Marker has ever speculated in 
grain it must have been very recently. 
He had ample opportunity for years 
to have such operations carried on 
here in Tipton, but was a man who 
stayed away from the lure of the grain 
and stock market and has been known 
to advise friends against engaging in 
speculation along this particular line. 
He did finance a number of improve­ 
ments, not as a representative of the 
bank, but acting on his own responsi­ 
bility, using the bank's funds. 
Several 
of these paid him handsomely and he 
went into the business os a scale that 
brought disaster. 
One after another 
failed to pay out.

Their right to life and to all 
that promotes health in the way of 
favorable environment and of favor­ 
able physical, mental and moral in­ 
heritances is to be made the subject of 
a campaign by the American Academy 
of Medicine. 
As an initial step in the movement a 
conference is to be held in New Haven 
next November, at which leading phy­ 
sicians, 
sociologists 
and 
educators 
from all parts of the United States 
will join forces in a study of the prob­ 
lem. The general subject of the con­ 
ference will be “The Prevention of In­ 
fant Mortality,” and the four aspects 
under which It will be considered are 
the medical, philanthropic, institutional 
and educational. 
Dr. Jam es H. Mason Knox, Jr., of 
the Johns Hopkins 
Medical school, 
Baltimore, is chairman of the section 
on medical prevention, and Dr. Rich­ 
ard A. Urquhart, also of Baltimore, is 
secretary of the section. Such topics 
as congenital debility, improper care 
and environment, communicable dis­ 
eases and the dangers which arise 
from unhealthful surroundings and un­ 
cleanly or unsuitable food will have 
right of way in this section.

They show 
that during the single year ending 
June 1, 1907, the number of deaths of 
children under two years of age was 
nearly 00,000. 
New York city took 
first rank in this slaughter of the in­ 
nocents with 21,882 deaths out of a 
total of 79,036 deaths of persons of all 
ages. 
Chicago came next with 8381 
out of a total mortality of 32,198. 
Philadelphia had 6.G32 out of a total 
mortality of 27,476, Baltimore 3,974 
out of 11,182 and Washington 1,339 
out of a total mortality of 6,343.

Clung by One Han d to S teerin g Wh eel 
as Accid en t to 
Flyin g 
Car, Going 
Nin ety Miles an Hou r, Lifted Him In 
Air on Lon g Island Motor Park way. 


Alone in a big 100 horsepower racing 
automobile, running ninety miles an 
hour on the Long Island motor park­ 
way, Willie K. Vanderbilt. Jr., re­ 
cently performed an almost unbeliev­ 
able feat of good driving and cool 
courage that saved him from being 
crushed to death in the most danger­ 
ous sort of accident. 
Ever since he has been operating 
high powered machines, a matter of 
ten or twelve years, young Mr. Van­ 
derbilt has enjoyed a title among ex­ 
perts which the public has seldom 
heard. 
They call him, and mean it, 
“the best racing driver In America.” 
Various spectacular exploits of the 
hairbreadth sort made his reputation. 
But none of his feats quite equals his 
latest one. 
Mr. Vanderbilt drove from his home 
at Lakeville to the race course, which 
he helped to found, in his new $15,000 
Renault machine. 
S tarted Ou t For a Record . 
When he got upon the concrete sur­ 
face of the parkway, over w’hich part 
of the Vanderbilt cup race of last 
year was run, the idea occurred to 
him to go after the record of the 
course. 
Recently one of the profes­ 
sional drivers covered the twelve miles 
of concreted roads in eight minutes 
flat. 
The young millionaire sportsman 
thought he could beat this with his 
new car. 
He sent the Renault, “under wraps,” 
one fast lap in a trifle over ten min­ 
utes, taking the time by a stop watch 
fastened to his steering wheel. 
Then 
he opened up a little more and made 
a second lap in a shade above nine 
minutes. 
The third lap was the one 
he really intended to be the record 
breaker. 
There was no other car on 
the course, and conditions were per­ 
fect for a wonderful speed test. 
With a fast flying start at Westbury, 
Mr. Vanderbilt shoved his gas a nJ spark 
controls wide open, and the big racer 
leaped ahead with a roar of explosions. 
It boomed across the little wooden 
bridges that carry the course over the 
public highways and racketed through 
the cutouts where it runs on the level 
at seventy, eighty and then ninety miles 
an hour, with the daring driver hold­ 
ing it steady to the center of the twen­ 
ty foot road. 
The Renault shot past the big grand 
stand, skidded around a right hand 
curve into the next to the last straight­ 
away stretch of the twelve miles and 
plunged forward toward Central park 
away ahead of the record. 
It seemed 
likely that Mr. Vanderbilt would cover 
the course In a good many seconds less 
than eight minutes, which means trav­ 
eling more than ninety miles an hour. 
In Peril Wh en Cran k Pin Brok e. 
But in the Central park stretch the 
universal joint broke. 
That is the 
mechanism that transfers the power 
from the crank shaft under the four 
tig cylinders to the driving shaft that 
runs to the rear axle. 
The universal 
Joint in a Renault is directly under 
th» little iron seat upon which the 
driver sits. 
With tremendous force the big steel 
mechanism, released from the crank 
shaft, 
plunged 
upward and 
struck 
against the iron seat. 
It had almost 
the impetus of a cannon ball. 
The 
blow flung Mr. Vanderbilt upward and 
forward. First his breast struck against 
the steering wheel; then he shot head 
first out over the car’s sloping hood. 
By what seemed like a miracle he 
managed to grab the wheel again as 
he shot high over it, and for an instant 
ail his weight wras upon one hand, like 
an acrobat posing on a bar with his 
feet aloft. 
As his body turned and 
his feet struck the sloping hood he still 
clung with the one hand to the wheel. 
He had turned almost a complete som­ 
ersault and hadn’t been shaken off. 
When 
the 
joint 
broke, 
no 
more 
power, of course, was sent to the rear 
wheels, so now the car was coasting. 
The plunging of the loose shaft had 
half locked the wheels, too, greatly re­ 
ducing the speed. 
But It was still 
going fast enough to be death dealing. 
Kept His Presen ce of Mind. 
While Mr. Vanderbilt clung to the 
wheel, the car turned suddenly from 
the center of the road to one side and 
began to climb a steep embankment. 
It was as good as certain that if it 
ever got halfway up it would turn 
^r.er upon its side and perhaps bury 
the driver beneath its 
great bulk. 
But he didn’t let it. 
With another re­ 
markable contortion he managed to 
grasp 
the 
emergency 
brake. 
He 
jammed It fast and brought the big 
gray racer to a stop with its blunt nose 
only a few feet up the embankment 
One lamp was smashed, but the ex­ 
ternal 
machine 
was 
not 
otherwise 
wrecked. 
Mr. Vanderbilt found that he wasn't 
at all injured, so he walked to the 
nearest telephone and called up a 
garage in New York to send a couple 
of expert 
mechanicians oat in 
his 
Hotchkiss car. 
He did not say what 
had happened. 
When the men arrived 
a t the place they found him calmly 
tinkering with the disabled Renault. 
He told them in a matter of fact way 
what had caused the breakdown and 
seemed more interested in the tech­ 
nical side of the situation than in the 
part he had played.—New York Amer­ 
ican. 


No Legitimate Excu se, He S ays, For 
Keep in g Live Bird s an d Beasts Cap ­ 
tives In Zoos— No One Ben efited an d 


Real Hab its of An imals Are Ob scu red 
He Declares. 


Johu Burroughs, whose long career 
as a naturalist, author and exponent of 
simple living has brought him wide re­ 
pute. took a walk through the Lincoln 
park zoo in Chicago the other day and 
commented thereon. 
Mr. Burroughs, 
who was returning from a four months* 
trip to the Hawaiian Islands, stopped 
in Chicago on the way to his home. 
The tliouie of his remarks as he pass­ 
ed from one cage to another in the zoo, 
searching the inmates with his keen 
eyes, was. “There is really no legiti­ 
mate excuse for keeping these poor 
children of the wild in captivity.” 
Mr. Burroughs’ opinion of caged col­ 
lections of live animals and birds ap­ 
plies to all. 
If I were the absolute ruler of this 
country.” he said, “every one of these 
animals would be turned back into the . 
woods and fields. 
1 don’t know why 
we need zoological gardens. 
If we 
jmust keep animals for study they 
should be turned loose in large nation­ 
al parks where they can be free and live 
the lives intended for them by nature. 
“Nobody gets any good from caged 
animals. They are only objects of idle 
curiosity. 
Their real habits are ob­ 
scured. 
It really is awful for them to 
be dragged from their proper surround­ 
ings and shut up within four walls. 
All that can be learned from them here 
is how they adapt themselves to the 
conditions of au inferno. And to learn 
even this would take weeks of observa­ 
tion, so great is the lethargy into 
w’hich they soon fall. 
“Ju st look at those poor birds!” 
The aged naturalist stepped up to 
the railing outside the large, dome 
shaped cage of the owls and eagles. 
Two bald eagles were hunched mo­ 
tionless on a perch a few feet above 
the ground. 
“That is the bird which this nation 
has chosen as its emblem,” he said, his 
eyes showing the pity he felt. 
“He is 
a bird of the rugged cliffs and the 
mountain tops. 
He loves the high air, 
the freedom of the upper altitudes, the 
wild winging life of the bird of prey. 
And see to what a state he is brought 
—how dejected he looks’. His plumage 
is all frayed, and his beak hangs open 
as if he didn’t care what happened to 
him. 
He knows he is in prison and 
seems almost to feel the shame. 
“I wonder if he remembers how it 
feels to circle high up in the sky and 
see the earth spreading out beneath 
him? 
A stuffed eagle would answer 
this purpose—to sit and be gazed at— 
as well as a live one. 
Stuffed animals 
would answer the ends of the painter 
and sculptor too. 
Taxidermists are 
such artists in these days that they 
can reproduce life. 
In the New York 
museum are groups of animals shown 
in their natural surroundings so ac­ 
curately that the effect is marvelous. 1 
have seen a stuffed stag so poised that 
it seemed you could even see his breath. 
Groups like that afford a much better 
education for people than all the ani­ 
mals in captivity.” 
Mr. Burroughs went to see the Amer­ 
ican birds. 
In cages in which there 
wTere ten or twelve special kinds he 
called them by name almost as quick­ 
ly as his eyes conld see them 
“Hello! 
There’s a little mistake,” 
he exclaimed. 
“That cage is labeled 
‘Snow Buntings,’ but those are not 
snow buntings. 
They are snowbirds 
or, as they are called, juncos. 
The 
snow bunting is a larger bird, and its 
plumage is w’hite.” 
Nothing about the imprisoned crea­ 
tures escaped Mr. Burroughs’ eyes. Of 
nearly 
every 
species—birds, 
foxes, 
zebras, kangaroos, bears, sea lions—he 
had bits of learning to impart. 
He 
seemed to be acquainted with every 
creature he saw. 
The naturalist looked a long time at 
the waterfowl. 
“The keeper should know.” he com­ 
mented, “that these geese should have 
fresh grass to eat. 
If you would cut 
some aad throw it in to them you 
would see how fast they would gobble 
it up.” 
The size of the bison herd drew from 
him an expression of surprise. 
“I had no idea there were so many 
here. 
They should send them up to 
the northwest, where the government 
is building up a herd and trying des­ 
perately to save the splendid beasts 
from extinction. 
You don’t need so 
many here. 
One would do just as 
well. 
And how they would thrive if 
they could get out on the plains again!’* 
The big elephant was standing under 
her shed, swinging her head and lash­ 
ing her tail ceaselessly, when Mr. Bur­ 
roughs paused. 
“She’s just like a machine,” was the 
comment of the naturalist. 
“She has 
nothing to do but stand there swinging 
her trunk and heaving her body back 
and forth.

Jerom e’s continu ed hammering. 
Neither Thaw nor the d istrict attor­ 
ney d isplay ed any thing bu t the u tmost 
good natu re. Freq u ently the d ialogu e 
resembled the ch at of friend s.

tim es Thaw thou ght he had aoored a 
point and smiled with th e keenest en­ 
joy ment. 
The smile was alway s re­ 
flected on the face of his white-haired 
mother, who sat in cou rt with th e 
oth er members of the Thaw family . 
Before he took th e stand Thaw kissed 
h er on the cheek and freq u ently at 
critical points in the ex amination he 
shot a reassu ring glance in h er d irec­ 
tion.

the drivers of machines are having 
more trouble m the rural d isp e ls 
than previously.

drove out to towns and cities 40 or 
50 miles away, go; dinner and re­ 
turned by moonlight but such exeur 
sions have been almost entirely aban­ 
doned through fear 
or 
accidents, 
caused by bridges piiTposely weaken­ 
ed, deep ruts in the roads made to 
give the drivers trouble, and other 
means of annoyance which the farm ­ 
ers have invented lo preve.it the use 
of the roads both by night and by 
day. 
In many cases machines have 
been wrecked and hundreds of minor 
accidents have occulted through pre­ 
judice of the farming communities 
In one case for more than a mile 
on one of the highways pieces of 
barbed wire two or three feet long 
were laid at a distance of a few feet 
apart and for more than a week 
autos going over 
the 
road were 
stopped by punctured tires. One auto 
picked up four pieces of wire in a 
few hundred yards and each made a 
puncture in a different wheel.
